It was during sophomore year when the MCAS took its toll: an un- 
wanted fear factor in a typically hectic high school student’s life. After 
days of taking different test sections and sacrificing precious X-blocks 
to take them, the worries of not receiving a diploma faded away, as 
most realized that the test was much easier, and counted less than they 
originally thought.

Every quarter the report cards were sent home 
to the chagrin of some students.

At the beginning of class, teach- 
ers scrawled their objectives for the day on the board.

The New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges is a very prestigious regional accrediting as- 
sociation, which sets high standards for schools in 
establishing and maintaining their goals. This orga- 
nization helps schools establish a level of acceptable 
quality and helps bring educational improvements at 
all levels of schooling. 

Mr. Papadonis and Mr. Collins were co-chair- 
men of the NEASC committee, facilitating most of 
the NEASC committee meetings in Lexington. The 
accreditation process was voluntary. Lexington High 
School had chosen to participate in this study to bet- 
ter meet the needs of its staff, students and school 
community. There were committee meetings and a 
peer review process. In May, a group of evaluators 
arrived, visiting classrooms and shadowing students 
and teachers. The evaluators determined whether the 


school would be placed on probation or accredited. 
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At the Amnesty International Booth, Dean David 
Lautman questions seniors Anisha Vachani and 
Amanda Su about their club as he takes some 
pieces of candy. The activities fair provided stu- 
dents a chance to see the many clubs at the school.

“Anyone who has never made a mistake has never 
tried anything new,” said the great Albert Einstein. 
The unique part of math’and science was that mis- 
takes were encouraged. They were only a part of the 
learning process, even a way to prove to teachers that 
students were actually learning something new. 

In science and math, students were free to explore 
and discover from their own successes and mistakes. 
It was a risk to take an idea and test it, whether it was 
a formula or an experiment. While maybe dissections 
were not for everyone and postulates were not exactly 
captivating, a tiny bit of curiosity in any subject went 
a long way. 

Questioning what one reads was key in these sub- 
jects. Experiments and labs were a chance for students 
to see what their textbook said in action. Often, the 
experiment stuck in their minds rather than formu- 
las, like how it was easier to remember how enzymes 


worked with the chicken liver rather than reading 
about them. Similarly, in math, one could take the 
formula for granted, but once a student knew the way 
to derive it with all the kinks and gears, they did not 
even need to remember the formulas for tests. 

There were the other mistakes as well, like on tests 
where half a problem was wrong due to the arithmetic 
mistake in part one. They showed up on math tests 
and many conceptual physics and chemistry tests. The 
teachers were relentless on multiple choice questions 
as well, leaving no room for even partial credit. The 
points then came flying off the test grade. 

Of course, safety was most important, especially 
in labs. It was a little hard to get injured by playing 
a few too many calculator games in math, but in sci- 
ence, the acids and sharp objects were quite danger- 
ous. Clearly, mistakes in that department were not 
encouraged,

Let's face it. Language is such a broad term. It 
could mean anything from analyzing a Shakespear- 
ean tragedy to interpreting a novel in French. Yet 
one thing is for sure: teaching various languages, be 
it English, Spanish, Italian or French, was a difficult 
task. 

Students developed many of their own morals 
and views on life as they contemplated the works of 
great writers, philosophers, and musicians in English. 
Teachers were there to guide them as they reached 
new ideas and revelations. While some students 
claimed they could make up arguments, they, in re- 
ality, fulfilled the focus that many English teachers 
hoped for: to have a student take a safe and simple 
topic and adapt it into something original by creating 
new ideas and supporting them with evidence. Or in 
simpler terms: to back up so-called “nonsense”. To top 
it off, English teachers also had gigantic loads of grad- 
ing. For every writing assignment, twenty five-para-

The Student-Faculty Senate consisted of for- 
ty determined students and various faculty mem- 
bers, who were willing to give up their Wednes- 
day X-blocks to discuss various school matters. 
While most students slept in Wednesday morn- 
ing, it was the Student-Faculty Senate that was up 
and arguing on their behalf. As senators entered 
the media classroom, they received the minutes 
of the previous meeting (generously prepared by 
secretary Rachel Perlman). 

At 7:50 sharp, the moderator, Selena Lane 
called the meeting to order. At once, the chat- 
ter stopped and everyone directed their attention 
to Lane, who began by previewing the agenda of 
the meeting. All members of the Senate, split 
up into different committees, were deeply com- 
mitted to making the school function smoothly. 
During each Senate meeting, specific commit- 
tees gave updates about what members had been 
discussing. 

The senators all had important jobs. Lane 
stated that Senate “can be a lot of work,” but she 
liked being a senator because “people really have 
no idea how much power it has.”

The buzzer went off and the question 
went to Sway Chen, one of the captains of the Depart- 
ment of Energy Science Team. “The answer is X,” she 
said, and she was right! Each year, the science teams 
worked excruciatingly hard, meeting two times each 
week and intensely digesting a plethora of scientific 
information. Every year, the school’s Department of 
Energy Team prepared for their one chance to prove 
themselves noteworthy at the annual National Science 
bowl, held at Boston University. 

The team members went home and came up with 
questions, which they used during their mock-rounds. 
The event was set up much like jeopardy, with players 
on two competing teams. In every hand there was a 
button waiting to be pressed, which set off a buzzer, 
announcing the presence of an answer to the question 
being asked. Questions from all corners of science were 
asked here. 

Not only did the team practice with each other, but 
also with other schools. Lexington’s DOE Team won 
in its scrimmage against Newton North early during 





the year with senior Sway Chen and junior Noah Ar 
besfeld as its two captains.

Day 
of Silence. The Gay Straight Alliance, GSA, held many 
events during the year, while continuously maintain- 
ing their dedication to tolerance. Ranging from events 
in which the school actively participated in raising 
awareness to events that were held just to have a good 
time dancing with friends, each event spread tolerance 
throughout the community for the hetero-, bi-, and ho- 
mosexuals. 

In GSA, members came from all sexual orientations. 
Although their meetings were strictly confidential, the 
club was able to successfully show their presence in the 
school community. The meeting supplied a haven for 
support, advocacy, and discussion for gay, lesbian, bi- 
sexual, transgender, and questioning students and their 
straight allies. Even though not the entire community 
was as accepting of the club’s causes, the majority of peo- 
ple supported the club in its mission to show the reality 
of trying to be accepted in a heterosexual environment if 
one were gay, lesbian, or bisexual.

Despite our absurdly wide variety of clubs and ac- 
tivities, there was no doubt that improv troupe was 
one of the quirkiest of the bunch.

The improv troupe consisted of twelve talented actors 
who gathered weekly to practice the art of improvisa- 
tional theater.

“Is everyone ready?” Ayan Sanyal asked his fellow 
debaters in a relaxed tone. As he received affirmative nods, 
Ayan rolled up his sleeves, took a deep breath, and sets 
off, releasing a rapid-fire recitation of prepared work at 
unbelievable speeds. Many of his finer talking points were 
incomprehensible amidst the steady stream of words, but 
impressive phrases - overpopulation, Bush administration, 
family planning services - jumped out between gasping 
breaths of air taken every sentence or two. One thing was 
very clear: this wasn’t your average fast-talker. 

Ayan, his team partner, the two members of the 
opposing team, and a pre-selected student judge were 
in the middle of a practice round for the policy debate 
team. Debaters from both sides of the debate spectrum — 
Lincoln-Douglas debate, which focused on morals, values, 
and philosophy and had a new topic every few months, and 
Policy debate, which focused on one specific political issue 
year-long — gathered in their home base, Room 215, and 
surrounding rooms every day after school, often lingering 
long into the night to put final touches on their arguments 
and to practice form, diction, and eloquence.

Tournaments often lasted up to three days, requiring 
sleepless nights and hectic days for its participants, and 
were held in locations all across the country, giving 
debaters the chance see new places and interact with other 
students from far-away locales. In addition, Lexington 
debaters hosted one small tournament in November, Little 
Lex, and one prestigious invitational tournament, known 
as Big Lex, in January, requiring hours of planning and 
dedication.

“Definition” is the 2007-2008 Lexington High School Yearbook 
of Lexington, Massachusetts. It is the school’s 83rd volume and 
fourth full color yearbook. 

This book contains 320 pages of 100-lb. Bordeaux paper 
submitted via electronic proof through Herff Jones representative 
Mr. John Carrier. Publisher Herff Jones printed 875 copies of the 
book at their Gettysburg plant in Pennsylvania. The cover, end 
sheets, and design elements were created using Adobe InDesign 
CS. 

The cover was printed using a four-color process on a premacote 
base with a matte lamination. The original cover design was by Idan 
Warsawski. End sheets were printed using Vibracolor white on the 
front sheet only and were designed by Idan Warsawski. Every page 
of color was made using a lithographic four-color process. 


The 2007-2008 theme of “deftienistion” was conceived at the 
Columbia Scholastic Press Association Workshop in New York 
City in June, 2007 by Carolyn Stein, Mina Milosavljevic, and 
Jose Burke.
